The following paper was read 
at a recent meeting of the Missouri 
Press Association, and speaks vol¬ 
umes. 

The real mission of the country 
newspaper is to give the news. 
Without news there is no news¬ 
paper. Facts and figures, not ru¬ 
mors or hearsay, constitute news. 

In the garnering of the news har¬ 
vest the local field should be look¬ 
ed upon with the most favor. In a 
country newspaper nothing oan 
take the place of country uews. 
The story of the wide world is told 
under glaring headlines and catchy 
otptious in the pages of the oity 
papers—told so fully and ao fast 
that competition in this well filled 
Held is folly. The local field is 
for the country newspaper, which 
a’one give* to its readers the story 
of "you all’s house,” sympathizing 
with those who sorrow and rejoic¬ 
ing with those in merry mood. 
More strictly spoaking, then, th* 
niisaiou of tho country newspaper 
is to give the local news. 

The legitimate local field is fur¬ 
ther limited by careful selection. 
No newspaper should publish all 
the news—no more thau a father, 
sitting at hia own fireaide, repeat 
all that he may have heard daring 
the day. A country newspaper 
must be clean, have character and 
conscience and he able to command 
confidence. The best country news¬ 
paper is brave enough to tell th6 
truth when it should be told and 
hig enough to leave untold aaecret 
-lory of shame and ain when a 
"scoop” would only add to tho Bor¬ 
row. 

Important aa ia the newa, no 
newapapor fulfills its high minion 
when it does no more than give the 
news. A newspaper, and eapecially 
a country newspnper, muat be 
more than a mere phonograph. 
It muat stand for something. It 
must be in sympathy with those 
whom it serves
